The final step was taken by co- 
incidence within a few hours of the 
Anglo-American statement at Ber- 
muda that these two powers agree 
on the benefits likely to accrue from 
the European common market plan 
and the wider British proposal for 
a free trade area. Both the Bermuda 
leaders stressed, however, that the 
trade plans should not result in a 
high tariff bloc on the continent, 
and that all the, countries concerned 
should pursue liberal trade policies. 

The Rome agreement is the end 
of long labors and follows many false 
starts.

MONG THE AGREEMENTS RE-

This was the 
joint proposal of the two leaders that 
tests of nuclear weapons be 
stricted in number and conducted in 
such a way that world radiation 
should not reach dangerous levels 

It has been a matter of worry 
to many scientists, as well as to the 
layman, that continued nuclear ex- 
plosions will result in an accumula- 
tion of radioactive dust that eventu- 
ally will pollute the atmosphere and 
the earth to a point where life and 
health will be endangered 

Periodic testing. of hydrogen 
bombs, of even more lethal 
tialities than atomic bombs, has in- 
creased this fear. As a result of the 
Bermuda talks, both Britain and the 
United States have agreed to “con- 
duct nuclear tests only in such a 
manner as will keep world radia- 
tion from rising to more than a 
small fraction” of hazardous levels. 
But it would not be enough for only 
two nations to impose ‘such safe- 
guards. Britain and the U.S. there- 
fore express the hope that the Soviet 
Union will “exercise a similar re- 
straint.” 

It was pointed out 
certain conditions of testing, the 
lethal fall-out can be greatly re- 
duced. Presumably this refers to air 
bursts in place of the dust-raising

‘New Soviet Man’ 


| The Soviet failure, which has only 
been really proven in the last year, is 
the failure to produce the famous “new 
Soviet man” so long envisaged by the 
Kremlin's: masters. 

The moral laws have not been re- 
| pealed in the Soviet Union, even al: 
| though they were temporarily suspended 
| by sheer terror. Men and women have 
not lost their desire to be free, their 
wish to live their own lives or their 
hankering to exercise their-own individ- 
ual judgments. 

People still want to be people, in 
stead of a higher form of ant 
| As for the Soviet success, it is 
final attainment of the goal set 


the 
long 


ago--the creation of a high industrial 
society, technically complex and ad- 
vanced, with a gross product second only 
to that of the United States. 

The Soviet rulers themselves have 
now discovered that running such a so- 
ciety and insuring its continued develop- 
ment and progress are quite different 
things from constructing such a society 
by exhortation and by force. 

As has been previously suggested in 
this space, successfully developing this 
kind of society demands a greater meas- 
ure of freedom than the people of the 
Soviet Union have enjoyed for a very 
long time. But as soon as a little more 
freedom is granted, as it has now been 
granted, then the failure to produce the 
“new Soviet man” begins to make all 
sorts of trouble People say things, 
people even do things that are. not at 
al] approved 

So there follows the kind of pullback 
toward unfreedom that is now taking 
place in Soviet intellectual life 

You have te go to the Soviet Union 
to understand Plato's view that all poets 
are sinister subversives. In fact in the 
kind of seciety that Plato was writing 
about, and ten times more in Soviet 
society, free poets are highly subversive. 
That explains the current Soviet pull- 
back, 


Evolutionary Process 


Yet the pullback cannot go too far. 
It cannot in particular safely go as ‘far 
as Stalinism. Thus the process of evolu- 
tion of Soviet society will eventually 
begin again. 

Of course Soviet society will hardly 
evaive toward anything recognizable as 
democracy, but it should at least evolve 
toward a kind of modified communism 
in which there will be air enough for 
men to breathe 

That kind of aerated Communist so- 
ciety and the Western democratic socie- 
ties might well jog along together in a 
reasonably comfortable way, especially if 
Soviet national income continues up- 
wards, But -the hitch lies in the time 
factor. At best it will take a very long 
time for the evolution of Soviet society 
on which the West has placed its hope- 
ful bets 

But what about the time factor of 
those Western weaknesses on which the 
Soviet leaders are betting so confidently? 

Is there any way to prevent the West- 
ern partners on this side of the Atlantic 
from being mortally damaged by their 
dependence on the troubled ex-colonial 
regions of the Middle and Far East? 
If there is no way to cure this mortal 
weakness, how long will it take before 
the weakness takes effect? 

By upsetting the world power balafce 
rather than by war the Soviets expect 
ot win the race. Thus the answers to 
the above questions will decide the out- 
come. And only bold, realistic and imag- 
inative Western leadership will find sat- 
isfactory answers
